CUBS AND BEAVERS 
GANGS STICKS 


GAME THRUOUT SPARKLED 
WITH BRLLIANT PLAYS 
BY BOTH TEAMS 


Guigni of Portland Probably the 
Brightest Star of Great Game. 
Weather for Game Seemed 
Made to Special Order. 


Lured by the double charm of a 
perfect day and a chance to astir 
their sporting blood, three thous- 
and devotees of the greatest of all 
games turned out yesterday after- 
noon, at the Campus street grounds, 


Ontario, to witness the doughty 
Portland Beavers and the famous 
Chicago Cubs struggle to a_ etand- 
still through fifteen large and ex- 
citing innings. 

A postponement from Tuesday, 
when the weatherman double-crossed 
the eighteenth amendment by deliv- 
ering a big package of wet goods, 
only served to sharpen the appetites 
of the baseball bugs; and they were 
well repaid for their wait, for yester- 
day’s contest, which proved to be 
the greatest of its kind in the ath- 
letic annals of the Colony, was 
staged under the velvet sky of an 
ideal California mid-March day. 

Game was called promptly at three 

o'clock, with Chicago at the bat. 
Guigni and Koehler, serving as bat- 
tery for Portland, quickly retired the 
Cubs without a tally. The Beavers 
responded in their first half by scor- 
ing two runs, on a double, a single, 
a walk and an, error. They re- 
mained scoreless thereafter for thir- 
teen long innin aking their last 
and tying count in the fifteenth, on 
a double, a hard fielding error, and 
some real base running. 
' meyer got in the running 
until the sixth, ~ + they moked 
up one on a single, two passes, and 
an error. They scored their second 
tally in the ninth, sending the game 
into the extra innings, and again in 
the fiftenth scored what looked like 
the winning run. At the close of 
this inning, after Portland had tied 
the score, Umpire Martine called the 
game on account of darkness. 


The game _ throughout sparkled 
with swift double plays and gilt- 
edged fielding and _base-running. 


Both teams used three heavers dur- 
ing the play, every man of them 
not only delivering the ball but the 
goods as well. Guigni of Portland, 
probably deserving greatest credit. 
as he held the mighty Cubs score- 
less for five chapters. 

The outstanding features. of the 
game were the superb fielding of 
the Cub shortstop and left fielder; 
the fine all ‘round work of the 
Beavers; the impartial decisions of 
Umpire Martine, who filled a diffi-

Not only is city water supply con- 
cerned in this question, but it also 
concerns the water power of the 


state. We all know that every bit 
of available water power in the 
state should be harnessed. Would 


public ownership of this supply of 
power help or hinder the process of 
harnessing? Would the big corpora- 
tions pay what the public owners 
demanded? These questions will be 
answered for you if you will but at- 
tend the coming debate, April 30, 
1920.
